Park station, freight, express, telegraph and post offices are 
situated directly between our two main buildings, and we 
are accommodated with 30 trains to and from New York City 
and Brooklyn each day. 


@es BUSINESS is entirely in a select quality of 
Seeds,: Bulbs and Plants, which we grow and ship 
(«mostly by mail) to all parts of the country, and in fact, all 
over the world. We have sent live plants successfully 
through the mails to China, Japan, all parts of Europe, the 
Sandwich Islands, Australia, and several -parts of Africa. 
We have about 300,000 customers, and in the busy season we 
receive 3,000 to 5,000 letters, and ship several tons of mail 
matter each day. More than 200 people are employed, and 
during the months of March, April and May our establish- 
ment is worked to its full capacity, most of the time both 
night and day. 


OUR SEED STORES. Our principal store was 

erected in 1890 and is an immense 4-story and basement 
structure, built entirely of brick and iron and is therefore 
absolutely fire proof. It is the finest seed house in America 
and is fitted with every convenience for filling orders 
promptly and correctly. It is heated by steam and is fur- 
nished with gas and water, and hasa powerful gas engine tor 
running the necessary machinery and elevator. 


OUR GROUNDS. Besides the nine acres of beautiful 
park in the immediate vicinity of our Seed Stores and 
the R. R. station, our grounds extend for along distance in 
every direction, bordering on the railroad for a mile and 
covering an area of 150 acres, all covered with heavy crops of 
the leading seeds, bulbs, fruits, etc. We grow from one to 
five acres each of the following: Verbenas, Phlox, Poppies, 
Zinnias, Balsams, Cannas, Peppers, Tomatoes, Tuberoses, 
Amaryllis, Lilies, Wineberries, Blackberries, Shrubs, Trees, 
ete. And our enormous stock of Gladiolus, the largest in 
the world, will the coming summer cover 50 solid acres. 
Hundreds of other articles are grown in more or less quan- 
tity. During the summer our gardens present a floral dis- 
play which is not equalled elsewhere on the continent. 


OUR GREENHOUSES are in three sets or blocks. 
They are yery large, ranging from 100 to 200 feet in 
jJength and 12 to 40 feet in width, and cover several acres.
